Special Report of the Selectmen. 


At the last annual town meeting the Selectmen by a nearly 
unanimous vote were instructed to give special atteition to the 
enforcement of the laws relating to morality, chastity and 
temperance. The posting in different parts of the town of a 
copy of its vote should have been sufficient to have caused the 
abandonment of any business that conflicted therewith by any 
and all law abiding citizens. But such was not the case, and 
Alphons Pillerin and James W. Downing still continued their 
illegal business and practically defied the public sentiment of 
the town and the laws of the state. The first complaint was 
made against James W. Downing in March last with the request 
that the search should not be made excepton Saturday evening 
or Sunday. For some unexplained reason the officers came 
two days earlier in the week than we requested, and no liquors 
were found upon the premises by the officers. It was evident 
that the business was being conducted with adroitness, secresy, 
watchfulness, and sympathising friends and criminal associates 
were aiding him in nullifying the law. His place had to be 
under surveillance for several weeks, but finally a successful 
search was had, yet he pleaded not guilty. When indicted by 
the grand jury he plead guilty for the same offence that he plead 
not guilty for in May. This one circumstance made an 
additional expense to the town. The closing of the Rose 
cottage (so called) cost the town mote than fifty dollars. 
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The first complaint made against Mr. Pillerin was in April 
and the search was successful. His place was notorious as a 
Sunday resort. He plead guilty when arraigned. The total 
expense, including the bill of John H. Smith not yet paid, will 
not exceed thirty-five dollars. 

Had Mr. Downing and Mr. Pillerin abandoned their unlawful 
business when the town took action last year the only cost 
would have been the printing of its vote, $1.35. 

The fire inquest was a special expense, and if two of the 
Selectmen had not been interested parties the investigation 
would have been far more searching than it was, whatever 
might have been the expense to the town.

OF THE 


Schoo! Board of South Hampton. 


In accordance with the provisions of the statutes of New 
Hampshire the school board present their annual report. 

It is with much pleasure that we report the condition of the 
schools, the ability and faithfulness of the teachers, the hearty 
co-operation of all concerned, and the progress made the past 
year. The school board having visited the schools frequently 
from the commencement to close report the progress worthy 
of much praise to teachers and scholars. 

The discipline in the schools has been all that could be 
required, and the examinations have proved thoroughness of 
the work, the scholars being able to explain quite thoroughly 
questions coming in range of their recitations. 

We feel confident the schools were never in better condi- 
tion or a more unanimity of general interest and good feeling 
than at the present time, and under these circumstances it 
would seem unadvisable to adopt the old pernicious practice 
of changing teachers at the commencement of every year, if 
the same could be secured. 

There is a marked difference in the schools taught by the 
same teacher through the year. It is quite a part of the work 
of the teacher in a single term to learn the dispositions of the 
diflerent pupils and to learn their capacity for work. 

In change of teachers much time is lost in this respect, also 
in arranging the pupils in their studies to the best advan tage. 

In the interest of education we are in hopes that all will be 
found working through the next school year with the same 
earnestness, and under the same favorable circumstances. 
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CENTRE SCHOOL. 


The first term was taught by Mrs. Addie F. Cotton. With 
the school again under her charge we felt confident of success. 
Mrs. Cotton fully sustained the reputation she gained in this 
school last year. We regretted that she was unable to con- 
tinue her services through the year. 

The second and third terms were taught by Miss Blanche 
M. Carr, a graduate from kinder-garten training school, 
Newburyport. Miss Carr’s easy and practical methods of 
imparting instruction and governing her school were success- 
ful, and gained the respect of both pupils and parents. 

By the ability and faithfulness of its teachers this school is 
gaining to a high standard. 


UPPER VILLAGE SCHOOL. 


.This school has been under the charge of Miss Mary L. 
Palmer, a graduate of Sanborn Seminary. 

This was Miss Palmet’s first experience in teaching. She 
entered into her work with energy and with a determination 
to succeed. The board were well pleased with the appear- 
ance of the school and the recitations, especially the reading 
exercises in which there has been a great improvement. 


EAST VILLAGE. 


‘This school has been under the instruction of Miss Winni- 
fred M. Brown, the past six terms. In this school may be 
seen the advantage gained by retaining the same teacher for a 
consecutive number of terms, whenever they are giving per- 
fect satisfaction to all concerned. The school having made 
rapid progress the entire six terms.
